Chicago, 111., Jan. 17.—George Sut­ 
tons secret is out. He let it out him­ 
self one night last week, during a 
spell of intense enthusiasm caused a 
half hour before through a splendid 
victory over his townsman, Calvin 
Demarest.

ord average of IOO flat against Hoppe 
in a tournament at New York years 
ago and who had since secui Hoppe 
trim him several times when George’s 
efforts were well nigh pathetic com­ 
pared with his work of bygone days. 
Sutton a Theorist. 
Sutton is a theorist. Every year he 
has a theory which, if it materializes, 
is going to bring him back to Ins old 
rorm and make him champion bf the 
world oncp more.

and accurate, like that of Ives. 
His 
method was his ow*n and it is better 
than that employed by either Schae­ 
fer or Ives in their palmy days. His 
gather shots, draws and masess were 
perfect, and he played the line nurse 
with a deftness 
of 
precision 
that 
made his audience stare in amaze* 
raent. 
Confidence stands out these days 
in every stroke of Sutton's cue. This 
is due to his new theory. The Schae- 
fer-Ives combination “stuff” came to 
him one afternoon about two months 
ago while practicing quietly in his 
own room, he declares, and he says 
he has succeeded in maintaining it 
ever since. 
Now the fans throughout the coun­ 
try will know why Sutton has been

“Milk and Its Relation to the Public 
Health.” 
This is the title of Bulletin 56 by 
the Hygienic Library, Gaited States 
Treasury Department, a book of over 
800 pages, the work of various au­ 
thors, treating on the dairy industry 
from all angles. 
The following “21 
suggestions relating to the 
produc­ 
tion of sanitary milk by men wiio 
know.” are extracted from its pages: 
The Cow. 
1. Have the herd examined 
by 
a 
skillful veterinarian. 
Promptly 
re­ 
move any animals suspected of being 
in bad health. Never add an animal 
to the herd until certain it is tree 
from disease, especially tuberculosis. 
2. Never allow a cow to be excited 
by hard driving, abuse, loud talking 
or unnecessary disturbances; do not 
unduly expose her to cold storms. 
3 Clean, the entire body of 
cow 
daily. 
Hair in the region of the ud­ 
der should be kept short 
Wipe the 
udder and surrounding parts with a 
clean, damp cloth before milking. 
4. Do not allow' any strong-flavored 
feed, such as garlic, cabbage, turnips 
or ensilage, to be eaten except im­ 
mediately after milking- 
5. Salt should always be accessible. 
6. Radical changes in feed should 
be made gradually. 
7. Have tresh, pure water in abun­ 
dance, easy of access, 
not too 
cold.

inside and out in hot water in wrhich 
a cleansing material (not soap) has 
been dissolved. 
Rinse again;

boiling water or steam; 
then keep inverted in pure air and 
sun. if possible, till ready for use. 
Milking and Handling Milk. 
ll. The milker should 
wash 
his, 
hands immediately 
belore 
milking ( 
and should milk with dry hands. He 
should weal- a clean outer garment 
which should be kept iu ti clean place 
when not in use. Tobacco should not 
be used while milking. 
15. In milking be quick, clean, and 
thorough. 
Commence milking at Hie 
same hour every morning and eve­ 
ning and milk the cows in the same 
order. 
16. If any part 
of

isj 
stringy, bloody or unnatural in ap-j 
pearance, of if by accident dirt gets 
into the milk pail, the whole mess 
should be rejected. 
IT. Weigh and record the milk giv­ 
en by each cow. 
18. Never mix w-arm milk with that 
which has been cooled, and do nocj 
allow- milk to freeze. 
, 


19. Feed no dry, dusty teed 
just 
previous to milking. 
20. Persous suffering frow any dis­ 
ease, or who have* been exposed to 
any contagious disease must remain 
away from the cows and the milk. 
21. It is needless to say that the 
shorter the time between the produc­ 
tion of milk and its delivery, and be­ 
tween delivery and use, the bettor 
will be Hie quality of the milk.” 
The “average” cow owner may con­ 
clude that the foregoing 
rules, 
or 
suggestions, entail trouble and work, 
and they do, but are necessary to have 
a stritcly first class quality of san­ 
itary' milk.
